Has Passed In Death 
Dr. Allen H. Wright 
Well-Known Physician 


Dr. Allen Henry Wright, age 
66, well known physician of this 
town, died at the Farren Memorial 
hospital, on Thursday afternoon, 
June 17th after a long illness. He 
was born March 2, 1878, at Crown 
Point, N. Y., the son of the late 
Rev. and Mrs. Joel F. Wright. 

He was educated in the schools 
of Plattsburgh and _ graduated 
from the High school and state 
normal school. He spent two 
years at the University of Ver- 


mont and was graduated as an 
M. D. from the University of 
Maryland at Baltimore in 1906, 
He began his medical career as 
resident staff physician at Willard 
state Hospital at Willard, N. Y., 
where he served for two years, 
leaving to enter private practice 
at Stamford, Vermont. Next he 
moved to Wilmington, Vt., where 
he was surgeon for the Parker- 
Young Co. and in charge of their 
hospital and also had a large gen- 
eral practice there about the 
country side. In 1927 after a 
post graduate course at Harvard 
Dr. Wright and family moved to 
Northfield for general practice. 

Dr. Wright was a past President 
of the staff of Farren Memorial 
Hospital and was head of the Ob- 
stetrical department at the time 
of his death. He was for two 
years President of the Franklin 
County Medical Association and 
was former district councillor of 
the state medical society. He was 
a member of the associate staff 
of both Franklin County Hospital 
and Brattleboro Memorial Hos- 
pital. Prominent in fraternal and 
civic matters he was a 32nd de- 
gree Mason and a member of 
Harmony Lodge of this town, but 
had served as a Master and as a 
district deputy of the Grand 
Lodge in Vermont. He’was a past 
Patron of the Eastern Star. 

He was both town and school 
physician, serving for many years 
beth Northfiebd and Gill, and was 
Park Commissioner in charge of 
the playgrounds, He had also serv- 
ed as a Library Trustee, for sev- 
en years president of the local 
Athletic association.

This proved to be a 200% campaign since the two schools originally 


agreed to purchase a Jeep during the closing weeks of school, but 
actually bought enough stamps to double the goal. 

In the state of Massachusetts 583 schools entered the campaign, 
agreeing to purchase $700,000 worth of Jeeps, but at the conclusion 
reported total sales of $1,400,000 representing 1,555 Jeeps. 

The Schools campaigns were under the direction of Miss Elsie 
Scott at the Seminary and Orvil E. Mirtz at Mount Hermon.

Was Struck By Freight 
Walking Along Track 
And Dies Instantly 


Another fatal accident happen- 
ed in this town on Thursday 
night, June 17, at ten o’clock, on 
the Central Vermont Railroad 
tracks some distance south of the 
crossing, nearest the Dunnell coal 
yards. Mrs. Joanna Pigott Bow- 
man of Mamaroneck, N. Y., 87 
years of age, a native of this 
town, had arrived to visit her sis- 
ter, Miss Margaret Piggvtt, who 
lives in a house further down the 
road, from where the accident 
took place on the west of the rail- 
road tracks. She had come down 
on the bus from Hinsdale in the 
late afternoon and greeted several 
friends whom she met about the 
Postoffice and then was entertain- 
ed at a home on Main Street un- 
til going to the Piggott home. 

It was raining and dark and she 
chose the pathway along the rail- 
road tracks. A_ freight coming 
north with its bright headlight 
probably confused her and she 
veered into the approaching en- 
gine, being struck .r the face and 
body and died instantly. She was 
not seen by the engineer, who 
was on the other side of the en- 
gine, but was observed by the 
brakeman too late for a signal. 
The train stoped and from the 
Kehl home at the foot of Parker 
Ave., Dr. F. Wilton Dean was 
called. Dr. Dean pronounced the 
woman dead upon arrival and sum- 
moned Dr, William J. Pelletier, 
assistant medical director, who 
gave permission to remove the 
body, and undertaker George N, 
Kidder was notified.
